The macerial facts reported by the master are 
not coutroverted, and are these: 

The Greenville and French road railroad com- 
pany was invorporated by the legislature of North 
Carolina, February 13, 1855, and the Spartanbu 
and Asheviile railroad compauy was incorporat 
by the legislature of South Carojina, February 
2), 1873, and the two companies were consolidated 
under the nameof the Spartanburg and Ashe- 
ville railroad company, July 31, 1874, under the 
generat lawsof the two states, and the new 
company thus formed is clothed with 
all the rights which were originally 
conferred upon the separatecompanies. The de- 
fendant company thus organized commenced to 
build its road from Spartanburg. in South Caro- 
lina, to Asheville, in North Carclina, and having 
expended iis assets, the stockholders resolved, 
ou the 9th of August. 1876, to issue and seli bonds 
to the amount of $670,00U and to secure their pay- 
ment and iuterest on them by a mortgage upon 
the cons: lidated road. The mortgage was duly 
executed by the company on the Ist day of Octo- 
ber, 1876, and the bonds to the amount of 
$612,000 were sold or hypothecated, and 
came into the hands laintiff 
holders and others for value. bona e. Th 
third section of the mortgage which is filed as an 
exhibit, contains the »conditions of it and the 
powers granted to the trustee’s mortgages there- 
under. It was not seriously contended in the 
argument that the defendant company had not 
power to make the mortgage, or thatthe condi- 
tious had not been brokeu at the commencement 
of this action. The master s> finds and his report 
is hereby confirmed. 

Tne defe: dant creditors claim that they, as 
co tractorsand laborers, have a lien upon the 
road prior and superior to the bondholders, anda 
are first entitled to the proceeds of the sale of the 
road, if the court should decree a sale. 

This is the principal question in the case. 
These lien claimants are of two classes; 

1. Those who have filed in the proper court 
‘‘mechanics’ and laborers’ liens.’’ 

2. Those who have not tiled such liens in the 
state courts, but claim a lien by statute. 

Of the first ciass are Fry & Deal, John Garrison, 
Brice & Coleman and T. G. Williamson, whose 
Claims are fully set out in the master’s report. 
These claims, we think, ought not to be allowed, 
except as postponed to the mortgage debt. 

lt is not necessary, in our opinion, to e 
whether or not these lien claims were filed under 
the provisious of the state law. In each case the 
work was done and the lien filed subsequent to 
the execution of the mortgage; but we think the 
statute upon which the claims are does not 
apply torailrouds (Battle’s Kevisal, chap. 65 ) 
No case has been cited where any court in North 
Carvlina has held that such a Jien was within the 
purpose or meaning of that statute, although the 
statute was n 1869 70.

This had been neglected, and 
Mathews closed and locked securely 0 
the 
house and senate passed a joint resolution 
appointing a committee to wait upon the 
governor and demand the keys of his office. 
Supposing this was a premeditated indigni- 
ty, he drove this committee from his pres 
ence, and with his sword in hand he re- 
paired to the house. He denounced itin no 
measured terms—and refused to surrender 
the keys to the office. 
Jared Irwin was then elected governor, 
and during all the period of hisservices the 
excitement was sokept up until the name 
¥4%o0 man was so odious as to effectually 
dis®\jee any man who was known to be, or 
to have been connected in any way with the 
scheme. 
James Jackson, then amember of congress, 
resigned his seat and came home to . Geor- 
gia, canvassed the state, and was trium- 
phantly elected governor. HerecéOmmend- 
ed the repeal of the act ofsale, which was 
unanimously done. To manifest his indig- 
nation, and so faras he could to obliterate 
the actand its memorv, had a gallows 
erected in the tuwn of Louisville, and aryre 
of pine knots built under it, and at the head 
of the legislatuere. with the offensive 
act carried before the pro 
cession, marched from the state 
house to the place of public execution, and 
the act, with every record of its existence 
was placed upon tbis pyre, when Jackson 
addressed the legislature and the assembled 
multitude of the people, declaring the in- 
dignation of Heaven should sanctify 
the act—when with ‘a ro- 
methean or stin-glass, he with the 
concentrated rays of the sun’s light, set fire 
to the faggots, and thus as far as he could 
obliterated the Yazoc records. This, as he 
supposed, was the end of the shameless and 
most corrupt transaction. 
When Governor Mathews had concluded 
to approve the act and sign the bill, he sent 
for his sons, George and Charles Mathews, 
who, as he had learned, had been given 
quite an amount of the script or stoek, and 
said to them: ‘I understand you have been 
given by Hampton and Gunn a namber of 
shares in this Yazoo company. That this 
was done to influence my action in the 
matter, I have not a doubt. Now, under 
my oath, I deem it my imperative duty to 
approve this act. I believe the whole trans- 
action to be afraud; but of this I have no 
roof, and must not allow my suspicions to 
influence my public acts. But both of you 
go and to-day surrender this stock to the 
company, or, by the God of Moses, I will 
disinherit you both.” 
It is proper I should give my authority 
for this statement. I received it from the 
lips of George Mathews, the very man to 
whom, with his brother, it was addressed, 
when he was the chief justice of the su- 
preme court of Louisiana, and when he was 
a gray-headed old man. 
Some of this stock had been transferred to 
a raan named Fietcher, who had sold it to 
aman named Peck. This latter refused to 
pay for the stock upon the ground of want 
of consideration. The case ultimately 
reached the supreme court of the United 
States, and was by that tribunal 
adjudged. Chief Justice Marshail 
read the decision, and a most 
able one itis. He sustained the validity of 
the sale, and upon the basis of the reasoning 
of Governor Mathews’ giving further even 
than the governor, and holding that the 
sovereign power of the state could alienate 
any orallof the public domain to which 
there was conflicting claims; that the legis- 
lature represen the state's sovereigo 
power, and the state had given vested rights 
to the purchasers, and this was beyond the 
reach of the legislature, and the repeal of 
the Yazoo act was unconstitutional and 
void. This wasa new phase of the matter 
The omnpesy demanded possession and 
called upon the president to see that they 
were notonly put in possession but that 
they should be protected by the government 
in the exercise of their possessory rights. 
This had so complicated matters that the 
government of the United States eo" ere 
a compromise. This compromise was effected 
upon the agreement of. the government to 
pay the amount of the stock to the company 
and at a convenient time to extinguish the 
Indian titles to all the territory within the 
presemt limit of the state, the state and 
company surrendering all claim to the 
territory alienated by the state legislature 
end stirrendering the same to the United 
States. 
This terminated the contest so far as the 
Yazoo company was concerned, but laid the 
foundation of a most. bitterand exciting 
contest between the United States and the 
state of Georg 
The war with Great Britain commenced 
in 1812 and b 
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eg om with his Indians, to his surprise, 
he lear. of the faithlessness of his enam- 
orita, and was furious in his ppoint- 
meng He sotight to revenge himself upon 
Galphin, but lea ning the fact of the father’s 
opposition to the marriage and of the will- 
fulness of his sweetheart, he dissolved 
the ¢gpartnership, settled with Galphin, 
and crossing the riverto where Milledge- 
ville now stands, and surrounded by his 
Indians, he swore for all the future they 
should be his people, that never in 
would he speak toa white woman>ard re 
tiring to the Chattahoochee he took to wife 
a squaw, lived with and reareda large 
family by her. Hollo was his oldest son 
and the - he chief and warrior William 
his second, 

This chief during the war with Britaio 
adhered, and faithfully to the Americans 
with all his followers. Whilst Hapothloy- 
ahola, the big warrior, and their followers 
united their fortunes with the British, 

At the en f rounds, these parties again 
separated, an cIntosh assumed to repre- 
sent the nation, and negotiated the treaty, 
ceding all that territury which was em- 
braced in the counties of Dooly, Houston, 
Monroe, Fayette and Henry-—these coun- 
ties have since been sub-divided into yery 
many. Anattempt was made to negotiate 
with the Cherokees fortheir lands within 
Georgia’s limits, This failed, In the mean- 
time gold was discoverea to existin large 
quantities in the Cherokee country. Im 
mediately, vast numbers of whites entered 
the country and matters assumed a most 
threatening aspect. The result was the 
extending the laws of the state over the 
territory, and making the Indians amena- 
able to these—and after some years of quar- 
reling withthe Indians andthe Waited 
tates, the Indians were removed and 
a treaty negotiated, ceding all the territory 
of the Cherokees to the state of Georgia. 
This brought up the question of limits and 
lines. Georgia ciaimed that a line running 
from West Point direct to Nickajack on the 
fennessee’ was the line stipuiated in the 
settlement of the Yazoo question. The 
United States under the administration of 
John Quincy Adams claimed the river 
Chattahoochee as that line. This deprived 
Georgia of nearly the entire Cherokee 
country. Clark was elected governor in 
1819, again in 1821. This first treaty was 
negotiated during his administration. 
Troup was elected in 1823 and in 1825 Tbis 
was the first election ‘of governor by the 
people. The difficulty as to Jimits had de 
layed the surveying of the lands acquired 
by the treaty of 1821. This treaty, was, by 
the assumed authority of President Adams 
abrogated and anew one negotiated, mak- 
ing the Chattahoochee river the western 
boundary of the state.. Troup refused 
obedience to this treaty and insisted upon 
the line designated in that treaty. Upon 
this issue he went beforethe people and 
was elected. Adams still insisted upon the 
execution of the new or last treaty. Troops 
were ordered to Fort Mitchell. ten mites 
below the present site of the city of Colum 
bus to prevent thesurvey of the country by 
Georgia, These troops were commanded by 
Colonels Twiggs and Clinch, and Genera! 
Gaines was ordered by the president to re- 
pait to Georgia and assume command of 
these troops. There was a most accro 
menious correspondence between Troup 
and Gain es, upon the subject of the treatie 
which was terminated by the celebrated 
letter of Troup to President Adams, and his 
directiyg the surveyors, appointed to com- 
mence, at sunrise onthe first Monday of 
ee. the survey 

he letter to the sreditens was truly char- 
acteristic of Governor Troup, and wasin the 
words following: 
John Quincy Adams, President of the United 
States—sSir: This day I have ordered General 
Gaines to forbear all further connection with this 
government. Should he presume to infringe this 
order, I willsend your major general by brevet 
home to you in irons. GEORGE M. TROUP, 

Goyernor of Georgia. 

The surveyors obeyed orders, and com- 
menced and continued without interruption 
the survey, and the line now separating 
Georgia from Alabama was made permanent.

The remains of the dead engineer and 
fireman were brought to thecity about 
6:30 p.m. Mr. Peter Keys leaves a wife, 
and a daughter about fifteen .years of age. 
He had been in the employ of the Air Line 
railroad for the past 8 or 9 years, was about 
40 years of age, faithful and upright, and 
held in high esteem. Mrs. Keys was at the 
union passenger depot yesterday to meet 
her husband at the hour for the train to 
arrive. Upon being informed that the 
train would not arrive here until late she 
returned home. 

Engineer W. T. Newman and wife called 
upon her yesterday evening and broke the 
sad news to her as gently as they could. 
While her native strength of character was 
fully revealed by her manner of receiving 
the news, her countenance fully showed that 
her grief was too deep for tears or outward 
monstration, 

Jim Collins, the colored fireman. lived in 
Charlotte. He was a member of the colored 
Odd Fellows of that city, and we iearn had 
his life insured, 

The train sent out from the city to re. 
lieve the passergers aboard the wrecked 
train arrived at the carshed at about half 
past six havingon board about forty or 
fifty passengers and the dead bodies of the 
unfortunate engiuveer and fireman. 

From passengers aboard it was learned 
that Conductor Sims left Norcross in obe- 
dience to orders above given. When the 
train was approaching Peachtree creek the 
freight train rounded a curve, and in an 
instant the two engines had collided and 
the work of death was done. ; 

The engineer in charge of the freight 
train says he did not see the passenger train 
until he had turned the curve, when he 
blew down brakes and reversed, but the 
passenger came rushing on, and in an ia- 
stant the collision was over. The freight 
train was running about =—_ eight 
miles per hour, consequently the engineer 
and fireman had abundant time to jump 
off and thusescape. The passenger traia 
was running about forty miles an hour and 
when the engine struck theshock was terri- 
ble, The mail coach, which was just in 
the rear of the tender, was ‘“‘telescoped’’ by 
it. The baggage car was next to the mail 
coach, but the Miller platform saved all but 
the platform itself. Besides the injuries 
to these cars and the engine, but little burt 
was done the passenger train. 

When the cause of the quick stop was 
known, Captain Sims rushed to the engine 
where he found Keys dead under the side 
of the engine, and Coilins, the lower por- 
tion of whose body was buried under the 
debris, struggling for freedom. 

At once every available hand went to 
work with a will to extricate the dead and 
dying, and after quite an amount of jabor 
their work was rewarded, but the sight 
that met their eyes wasfindeed harrowing 
Keys was horribiy mutilated—his iefc leg 
being torn to shreds aud his face and body 
literally cooked and scalded. A stick of 
wood entered his abdomen and was driven 
into his body, tearing it almost asunder. 
The bones of his leg were 
broken in pieces, the ends 
of which protruded through the wmu- 
tilated flesh. His foot was almost detached 
from bis leg and the sight made the stoat- 
est turn with shuddering from its contem- 
plation. 

Over his left eye was a terrible bruise and 
the side of his face was badiy washed. 
There he lay. his full, handsome beard 
matted with the blood bruised from his 
body, which, but a moment before, was 
full of life and health. . 

The fireman was also badly crusheg but, 
strange to say, lived until just before the 
relief train left for Atlanta. His bead and 
shoulders were not bruised or hurt but the 
rest of the poor firemao was crushed out of 
all semblance to humanity.
